City to study possible 
replacement of one or both

The City of Grayling will be down two 
police officers due to the retirement of a 
veteran patrolman and the resignation. of 
another officer moving up the career ladder. 

The Grayling City Police Department 
had to find a way to fill two slots on its ros- 
ter due the resignations of two officers, 
which became effective last weekend. 

Dennis Long, who has worked as a 
patrolman for 25 years for the Grayling 
Police Department, retired effective Friday, 
Dec. 18. 

Mark Jacobi, who joined the Grayling 
Police Department in March, resigned 
effective Sunday, Dec. 20. He is taking a 
position as a deputy with the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Office. 

Grayling City Manager David Thayer 
said remaining Officers Al Somero and Tim 
Coe would be working 2 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
shifts to cover a majority of hours. Grayling 
Police Chief Doug Baum would patrol the 
city during other peak travel time hours, 
Thayer said. 

The city will study replacing one if not 
both officers as officials review budgets in 
January, Thayer said. 

Thayer said the earliest the department 
would have the officers trained and on duty 
by themselves would be in March, 

“T think that's a very aggressive expecta- 
tion with that,” Thayer said. 

Thayer predicts that the city will receive 
$29,000 less in revenue sharing funds from 
the state and $40,000 less in property tax 
revenues, . 

The city will be going over its budgets 
with a fine-toothed comb in January as state 
budget planners review revenues that the 
state brought in 2009. 

Thayer told the Grayling City Council 
last week that the future does not look good 
as far as receiving funding from the state in 
2010 and in future years. 

“It's early, it's an election year and there 
is a lot up for grabs, but I don't see a lot of 
compromise,” Thayer said of state lawmak- 
ers in Lansing.

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County receives 
housing grant

Over a half million dollars wili be poured 
into a Grayling neighborhood to upgrade 
infrastructure and housing. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners approved a $243,900 
Community Development Block Grant 
from the Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority’s Office of 
Community Development last week, 

The funds will be used for emergency 
repairs and the rehabilitation of at least 12 
owner-occupied homes in the City of 
Grayling. 

Cy Wakeley, director of the Crawford 
County Housing Commission, said he 
applied for the grant in August after learn- 
ing that the City of Grayling was getting a 


separate $388,284 Community 
Development Block Grant through the 
Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation, 


The funds will be used to replace infra- 
structure on Ingham Street, which runs 
from the I-75 Business Loop to Maple 
Street adjacent to ne the Old AuSable Fly 
Shop. 

Grayling City Midnauek David Thayer 
said that sewer mains will be replaced, 
water lines will be replaced and sanitary 
sewers will be replaced. The project will 
also enable the city to have the required 10 
feet of lateral and vertical space between 
the water, sanitary and storm sewers 
Finally, the road will be repaved and new 
curbs will be buiit. 

Wakéley said investment in that particu- 
lar neighborhood in Grayling allowed the 
Crawford County Housing Commission to

City council adopts 
rules for outdoor 
wood stoves

A month after passing a 
temporary moratorium on 
permitting outdoor wood 
burning stoves in Grayling, 
city officials have approved 
regulations recommended 
by the industry to allow the 
stoves to be used. 

The Grayling City 
Council, at its regular 
monthly meeting last week, 
adopted an ordinance regu- 
lating wood burning stoves 
in the community. 

Grayling City Manager 
‘David Thayer told the cily 
council that within 24 hours 
after an article was pub- 
lished in 
County Avalanche regarding 
the moratorium, an industry 
representative contacted him 
and sent a model ordinance 
for outdoor wood stoves. 

Thayer said the ordinance 
recommended by the out- 
door wood stove manufac- 
turers was far more stringent 
than what city and fire 
department officials were 
considering. 

Thayer said that city and 
manufacturers have — the 
same vested interest as the 
industry, which is to have 
the outdoor stoves with up- 
to-date technology — that 
addresses safety and effi- 

“ciency, 

The ordinance addresses: 

* EPA Hyrdonic Heater 
Phase One outdoor stoves, 
which have a particulate 
emission limit of .60 pounds 
per millton British Thermal 
Units. 

* EPA Hyrdonic Heater 
Phase One qualified models. 

* EPA Hyrdonic Heater 
Phase Two, which have a 
particulate emission limit of 
32 pounds per million 
British Thermal Units. 

¢ EPA Hyrdonic Heater 
Phase Two qualified model,

qualified modeis must be 
located at least 25 feet from

A EPA Hyrdonic Heather 
Phase Two program quali- 
fied heater must be located 
on the property in compli- 
ance with manufacture's rec- 
ommendation and shal] be at 
least 50 feet from any resi- 
dence of business not served 
by the outdoor wood fur- 
nace. 

Outdoor Wood furnaces 
that are not EPA Hyrdonic 
Heater Phase One qualified 
must be 50 feet from the 
property line and 100 feet 
away from any residence or 
business not served by the 
outdoor wood furnace. 

Chimneys must be two 
feet higher than the peak of 
the home or business served 
by the outdoor wood furnace 
or a neighboring home or 
business not served by the 
wood furnace. 

Thayer said that stabiliz- 
ing the chimneys is an issue 
that outdoor wood stove 
manufacturers still have to 
deal with. 

Only natural, untreated 
wood, wood pellets, corn 
products, biomass pellets 
can be used in the wood 
stoves. 

The burning of newspa- 
pers, tires, plastic materials, 
rubbish or garbage and 
wood that has been painted, 
varnished or contains resins 
or glue is strictly prohibited. 

A person who has an 
existing outdoor wood fur- 
nace must operate the fur- 
nace within the manufactur- 
er's specifications and must 
comply with the city's ordi- 
nance regarding fuel that 
may be burned tn an outdoor 
wood furnace. 

Thayer said that very few 
communities have adopted 
ordinances regulating out- 
door wood stoves, adding 
that Grayling will serve at 
test site for the zoning regu- 
lations, 

“The majority of cities are 
just outright banning them - 
period,” he said. “They're 
not even having the discus- 
sion.”

The Grayling City 
Council last week agreed 
to hire its tax assessor as a 
part-time employee to 
comply with Uncle Sam's 
regulations. 

Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer said that a 
recent U.S. Federal Court 
of Appeals decision man- 
dated that all tax assessors 
who sign the tax rolls for 
municipalities must be an 
employee of the municipal- 
ity, 

The city council, last 
week, agreed to hire tax 
assessor Christie Verlac as 
a city employee to comply 
with Internal Revenue 
Service regulations. 

“We've operated, like the 
vast majorities of commu- 
nities, with a tax assessor 
as an independent contrac- 
tor,’ Thayer said. “The 
Michigan Municipal 
League attorney said I 
don't know if you could 
win, but it would very cost- 
ly to take them on, so you 
might as well go along 
with what the IRS has said 
and comply with it.” 

Thayer said that Verlac's 
salary was reduced by nine 
percent since the city will 
assuming the duty to take 
out Social Security tax and 
Workman's Compensation 
coverage on her behalf. He 
added that Verlac, who was 
hired by former Grayling

City Manager Allen Lowe, 
was given 3.5 percent 
annual pay raises in the 
contracts to bring her up to 
salaries of assessors work- 
ing in the market. Under 
the employee contract with 
the city, Thayer said the 
pay increase has been 
reduced to two-percent. 

“All other things are 
pretty much _ consistent 
with what was determined 
to be status quo,” Thayer 
said. 

Verlac will be considered 
as an at-will employee, 
meaning the city could ter- 
minate her employment at 
any time without a cause 
for dismissal. 

Thayer, however, said 
Grayling City Attorney 
Gerald Brabant recom- 
mended adding a 90-clause 
to the contract so that 
Verlac would have to 
inform the city she was 
intending to leave her job. 
Thayer said that would 
protect the city at certain 
times of years when tax 
assessments were being 
done and the tax rolls were 
being prepared. 

“Certain times of year, if 
the assessor would leave, it 
would really leave us high 
and dry,” Thayer said. “If 
we had the 90 days, we 
would have 90 days that we 
knew we had to get busy 
and try to find a replace- 
ment.”

Continued from 1A 
along with other interior 
work. 

The contract with Ripke 
Construction calls for 
$1,200 per day to be paid 
to the county for every day 
construction is past the 
deadline. Compo said the 
county and its engineers 
would break construction 
down into two phases. 
First, the contractors will 
be allowed to get all interi- 
or work done and the new 
elevator operational. Then, 
Ripke Construction is 
expected to return in the 
spring to finish up land- 
scaping work, stucco work 
and the installation of an 
irrigation system. 

“We're focused on get- 
ting everything done to get 
occupancy,’ Compo said. 

Compo added that con- 
tractors would face paying 
the county if work in the 
spring is not completed in 
the determined time frame. 

“At that point in time, if 
things are not done, the 
clock will start ticking,” he 
said. 

County Commissioner 
Mike Lange said the pro- 


ject remains on budget. 

“The main thing is to 
keep the project moving 
forward,” Lange said. “I 
don't think we have any- 
more surprises coming our 
way.” 

The courthouse project 
will make the building 
compliant with — the 
Americans With 
Disabilities Act. The pro- 
ject included installing an 
elevator to allow people to 
access the basement floor 
of the building, creating 
handicapped accessible 
bathrooms and _aitering 
doorways and counters to 
better serve the handi- 
capped. The county issued 
$1.5 million in bond, 
which will be paid off over 
the next 20 years, to pay 
for the addition and reno- 
vation. 

Ripke Construction is 
currently working on over 
$2 million in projects at 
Camp Graying to renovate 
a barracks, build a class- 
room and build a gaming 
room at ‘a troop training 
site where soldiers will 
learn how to detect impro- 
vised explosive devices.

Continued from 1A 
leverage the funds to get 
the second pot of money 
for housing rehabilitation 
and repairs. 

Wakeley said piggy 
backing the grant applica- 
tions onto one another has 
never been done before in 
Grayling. He added that 
funds would make afford- 
‘able loans available to 
praperty owners who live 
in that area of the commu- 
nity. 

“We were just thrilled to 
get the grant and that’s all 
extra money,’ Wakeley 
said, “That’s a lot money 
to bring to a small area and 
we're going see a lot of 
impact from that.” 

The Crawford County 
Housing Commission had 


to pledge $182,500 in 
Property Improvement 
Program funds, Rural 
Development funds and 
Housing and Urban 
Development to access the 
grant. 

“Those are leverage 
funds we use on a day to 
day basis for housing 
repairs and rehabilitation,” 
Wakeley said. 

Thayer satd the housing 
grant compliments what 
city officials have been 
trying to do the last three 
years. 

“This goes hand-in-hand 
with how we’re trying to 
get people to help beautify 
the city and clean up their 
properties so we can main- 
tain property values,” 
Thayer said.

Jews Are Also 


Sinners 

~~ Our text fast week in 
Romans 10:18 reminded us 
that all are sinners because 
they have received and 
rejected some form of God’s 
revealed word, “18But I say, 
Have they not heard? Yes 
verily, their sound went into 
all the earth, and their words 
unto the ends of the world.” 
Both Jews and Gentiles are 
sinners because we share a 
common descent from Adam 
who was a sinner. This is 
proven because all die. 
“22For as in Adam all die, 
even so in Christ shall all be 
made alive.’ We inherited 
both Adam’s sin and sin 
nature, “12Wherefore, as by 
one man sin entered into the 
world, and death by sin; and 
so death passed upon all 
men, for that all have 
sinned,” (Rom. 5:12). 

Both Jews and Gentiles 
have rejected God’s reveled 
word in creation. We saw 
this last week in Romans 
1:18-,20. This same truth 
was given to the Jews in 
Psalm 19. We see in verse | 
that God’s scope of natural 
revelation was unlimited in 
space: “The heavens 
declare the glory of God; 
and the firmament sheweth 
his handiwork.” Psalm 33:6 
reminds us, “6By the word 
of the LORD were the heav- 
ens made; and all the host of 


them by the breath of his 
mouth.” Jeremiah [0:12 
reminds us God created 


* everything by His power, His 


plan, and for His purpose: 
“|2He hath made the earth 
by his power, he hath estab- 
lished the world by his wis- 
dom, and hath stretched out 
the heavens by his disere- 
tion.’ Only a fool can see 
God’s creation and then say 
there is no God. (Psalm 14:1; 
53:1). 

Second, God’s scope of 
natural revelation = was 
unlimited in time: “Day 
unto day uttereth speech, and 
night unto night sheweth 
knowledge.” Genesis 
1:17,18 teaches us: “17And 
God set them in the firma- 
ment of the heaven to give 
light upon the earth, 18And 
to rule over the day and over 
the night, and to divide the 
light from the darkness: and 
God saw that it was good.” 

Third, God’s scope of 
natural revelation was 
unlimited in language: 
“3(There is} no speech nor 
language, [where] _ their 
voice is not heard.” “l6The 
day is thine, the night also is 
thine: thou hast prepared the 
light and the sun.’ (Psalm 
74:16). 

God illustrates natural 
revelation by describing the 
sun. The perception of the 
sun brings witness to all 
humans. “Their line is gone 
out through al! the earth, and 


their words to the end of the 
world. In them hath he set a 
tabernacle for the sun,” 
This was God’s plan in 
Genesis 1:14,15. Jesus was 
prophesied to the Jews as 
their sun in Malachi 4:2: 
“2But unto you that fear my 
name shall the Sun of right- 
eousness arise with healing 
in his wings; Jesus claimed 
this title in John 8:12: 
“12Then spake Jesus again 
unto them, saying, I am the 
light of the world: he that 
followeth me shall not walk 
in darkness, but shall have 
the light of life.” We see not 
only the perception, but the 
power of the sun in verse 5: 
“Which [is] as a bridegroom 
coming out of his chamber, 
[and] rejoiceth as a strong 
man to run a race.” Jesus 
said in Matthew 28:18: “All 
power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth.” In 
verse 6 we see the penetra- 
tion of the sun: “His going 
forth [is] from the end of the 
heaven, and his circuit unto 
the ends of it: and there is 
nothing hid from the heat 
thereof?’ Only fools see the 
sun of God, yet refuse to 
believe on the Son of God.

University moves forward 
with its restructuring plan, 
it is looking at having 
regional offices to cut down 
on operating costs.

The regional _ office 
would allow Michigan 
State University Extension 
to do product research, 
agriculture research and a 
statewide and multi-state - 
research center. 

Pinkelman said 4-H pro- 
gramming could be offered 
to students in conjunction 
with the nearby Grayling 
Elementary and AuSable 
Primary Schools. 

Since the county has 
already been working on 
relocating the District 
Health Department #10 
office to the main fevel of 
the building, Pinkelman 
said having the extension 
and health department 
under one roof would allow , 
for more nutritional and 
education outreach in the 
community. 

“It would be supporting 
health and nutrition, not 
only for children, but also 
for seniors because they 
work in-hand with the 
health department and the 
senior center,’ Pinkelman 
said.

Conservationist Calvin “Rusty” Gates dies 


Celebrated conservationist 
and fly-fisherman Calvin 
"Rusty" Gates Jr. died on 
December 19, 2009 at his 
home on the banks of the 
AuSable River in Grayling, 
Michigan after a lengthy bat- 
tle with lung cancer. He was 
54 years old. 

Gates served as president 
of the Anglers of the AuSable 
from its inception in 1987 
until 2009. During this time 
he and his organization won 
several landmark legal cases 
in coldwater conservation, 

“Rusty was a true trea- 
sure,” said Rebecca 
Humphries, Director of the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources. “He 
loved the Holy Waters of the 
AuSable and shared that love 
with countless individuals. 
He taught us that it is our 
duty to respect the resource 
and to protect it. His tove of 
the river lives on in all of us. 
I have been truly blessed to 
know Rusty.” 

Gates was the proprietor of 
Gates Au Sable Lodge, and 
an iconic fly-fishing person- 
ality. Rusty's father Cal 
Gates Sr. moved his family to 
Grayling in 1970 and, along 
with his wife Mary, pur- 
chased the lodge on the banks 
of the Au Sable River. Cal Sr. 
had taught high school 
music, and Rusty played 
trombone in high school. But 
soon his passion for fly-fish- 
ing occupied most of his 
time. He began tying flies 
professionally at the age of 
17, as well as guiding. At 
first Gates’ flies were sold in 
the corner of the restaurant at 
the lodge, but soon demand 
was great enough that the 
Gates family added a full-ser- 
vice fly-shop to the lodge. 
Eventually Rusty bought the 
lodge and operated it with his 
wife Julie, who ran the 
restaurant. 

“Of all the strong conser- 
vationists in our world, Rusty 
was one of the toughest. He 
was tireless, and he was like a 
missile in his precision and 
deadly accuracy. Yet he 
never, ever, wanted credit for 
anything-just for the various 
groups he worked with, espe- 
cially the Anglers of the Au 
Sable,” said Tom 
Rosenbauer, winner of the 
2001 National Outdoor Book 


Award, and Marketing 
Director for the Orvis 
Company. 


Gates Lodge is a place 
where thousands of anglers 
gather annually during fly 
fishing season from April 
through autumn. Rusty and 
Julie could be found there at 
all hours, tending to the 


smallest details of fly tying 
and gourmet cooking. With 
classical music playing in the 
background, the fly shop 
buzzed with patrons’ latest 
stories from the nearby 
woods and waters. Coffee 
flowed freely as anglers bent 
over the dozens of boxes of 
flies, hoping to pick correctly 
for the day ahead. Rusty 
Gates presided over the daily 
scene with eagle eyes, a wry 
grin, and measured words. 
Fishing tips from this master 
were earned, not purchased. 
This tradition, while changed 
forever by Rusty's passing, 
will continue in 2010 as 
Gates Lodge remains in busi- 
ness under the leadership of 
fly shop manager Josh 
Greenberg, who has worked 
for Rusty for the last 15 
years. : 

“Rusty proved that people 
don’t fill their gas tank to fill 
their fry pan. They put on 
their waders to nourish their 
soul. Rusty did that for all of 
us, and our great-great-great 
grandkids. Sure, they won't 
know it, but when one of 
them flips an Adams, or a 
Trico, over a rising brown in 
2109 it will have Rusty's 
name etched on it,” said Glen 
Sheppard, author/editor of 
the conservation newspaper 
The North Woods Call. 

The quiet, unassuming 
Gates’ soon gained recogni- 
tion for his expertise in fly- 
fishing, as well as his honesty 
and willingness to defend the 
resource. He developed a 
number of fly-patterns that 


-became standard AuSable fly 


patterns, introduced scores of 
people to the world of fly- 
fishing, and began to com- 


‘bine angling and conserva- 


tion in such a way as to 
involve himself in some of 
the most influential coldwa- 
ter issues in Michigan. In 
1995 he was awarded the 


coveted Fly Rod and Reel 


Magazine “Angler of the 
Year” award for his conserva- 
tion and cultural contribu- 
tions to the sport of fly-fish- 
ing. 

“Rusty Gates was a brave, 
smart, tireless champion of 
wild trout and the beautiful, 
magic places they abide. He

lead by example; and he has 
touched and inspired us all,” 
said Ted Williams, noted 
Conservation Editor for Fly 
Rod and Reel. 

In a legal case that would 


define his commitment to the - 


Au Sable River, in 2003 
Gates, as President of the 
Anglers of the Au Sable, 
challenged a US Forest 
Service lease that would 
allow exploratory drilling for 
gas below the famed Mason 
Tract section of the South 
Branch of the AuSable. With 
the odds stacked against 
them, the Anglers prevailed 
in their case against the 
Forest Service, forever alter- 
ing how the business of gas 
and oil exploration would be 
conducted in the fragile areas 
of Michigan. 

"While Rusty will mainly 
be remembered for his role in 
protecting the Au Sable, he 
changed forever the way we 
look at and work to protect 
our water resources and 
wildlife. We owe it to Rusty 
to carry on his work and 
make sure children in every 
generation to come will be 
able to share the wonder and 
joy in Michigan's wild places 
that are his legacy," said 
Michigan Sierra Club 
President Anne Woiwode. 

Calvin “Rusty” Gates, Jr. 
will be missed by the many 
who knew him. He was an 
intensely private man who 
could, when needed, organize 
hundreds of people around a
